Three grants received 
for housing improvements 


The Wilmington Housing 
Authority received a windfall 
last week in the form of three 
‘separate state grants for elderly 
and low to moderate income 
housing, according to Ken 
Dorrance, executive director of 
the WHA. 

In an interview Saturday, 
Dorrance said he received 
grants of $138,248 for moder- 
nizing present Deming Way 
units; $9,591 for upgrading eight 
existing low to moderate houses 
in town and $50,000 for the 
construction of 32 new elderly 
units and eight family units of 
housing passed at the special 
town meeting. 

‘The $138,248 will go toward 
removing old chimneys and 
replacing them with cupolas for 
better ventilation, Also, new 
front doors, new kitchen floor 
tiles, new kitchen and bathroom 
faucets, fire alarms, light fix- 
tures, and several new stoves 
will be installed. 

The $9,591 grant will pay for 


paint, new gutters, and 
driveways for the scattered - 
site Chap. 705 homes presently 
in Wilmington. 

The architectural design of 
the new elderly and family units 
will be funded by the $50,000 
state grant. Bids requests are 
already out for three different 
architects. The state board will 
interview the applicants first for 
qualifications and quality of 
work, Then the WHA will in- 
terview the applicants to 
determine if they will do what's 
best for Wilmingtdn. 

“The board has to see that 
they conform to the 
demographics of the neigh 
borhood,"” Dorrance pointed out 

One stipulation un the grant is 
that both the 32 elderly units and 
eight homes for low to moderate 
income families have to be built 
concurrently, thus  “‘tying 
everything together.” Dorrance 
stressed that though Deming 
Way is the favored area for the 
new elderly housing, no decision

John Biase, President 
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had yet been reached on the 
final location. 

As far as the locations voted 
on for the family housing, two 
more parcels of land will be 
bought by the WHA for their 
assessed value, bringing to 13 
the total number of sites 
available for the eight needed to 
comply with state requirements 

Dorrance said he's sure the 
state wouldn't hold up con 
struction dr take back the grant 
if the WHA came up with less 
than eight buildable sites. The 
state, according to Dorrance, is 
very concerned with community 
involvement and wishes to avoid 
any confrontation with 
residents. For this reason, the 
perk tests (to check the water 
tables on the eight sites) won't 
be done until the spring, and 
Dorrance insisted he “‘per 
sonally” will work with the 
engineer on King Street, if those 
sites are considered buildable. 

When asked his reaction to the 
three grants, Dorrance 
proclaimed he was “‘over- 
whelmed,” surprised’’ and 
“Thrilled for the elderly.” He 
was also pleased that they 
received everything they asked 
for. Usually, when a town 
requests such a large sum, 
something is cut 

He attributed the speed with 
which the funding came through 
to Wilmington's serious com 
mitment to public housing. He 
feels that at last all the boards in 
town are working together 
toward one goal. He also praised 
State Representative Jim Miceli 
and WHA Chairman Kevin 
McMillan for helping push the 
grants through. 
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Dr. Sager resigns

One parent described it as 
displaying “‘a lot of class. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr 
Carol Sager forestalled any 
discussion of her contract by 
offering her letter of resignation 
to the school committee at last 
Wednesday night's meeting. The 
resignation was accepted by 
unanimous roll call vote. 

Reading before a stunned 
audience of approximately 125 
people, Dr. Sager clearly stated, 
“T've decided not to seek a new 
contract.” Her resignation wis 
effective at the end of her 
present contract on June 30, 
1985 

Citing ‘professionally 
motivated reasons,” Dr. Sager 
said afterward she had reached 
a mutual agreement with the 
school committee and is now 
free to seek other employment 
Considering some of the dif. 
ferences she has allegedly had 
with some board members, Dr. 
Sager smilingly added that she 
feels this is “the appropriate 
time for me to pursue career 
goals outside of Wilmington. 

“I've completed what I've set 
out to do,” she said, adding that 
she led the school committee 
through “the difficult times of 
2's," was able to hire an “ex 
cellent” principal in the person 
of Paul Fleming, helped push 
through the high school 
renovation, and made sub 
stantial improvements in some 
programs. 

“T've enjoyed being here for 13 
years,” she stated, pointing out 
that she’s leaving the next 
superintendent “a solid 
educational environment 

Reactions afterward were 
varied, as parents and 
educators alike sought to 
overcome their surprise at the 
superintendent's unexpected 
announcement 

‘I'm totally surprised she 
announced it at this time,” said 
former committeeman James 
Demos, but he added that she 
has to think of her career. 

ichool board member Tony 
Accardi conceded he was “more 
or less pleased.” He felt that 
since Dr. Sager was obviously 
seeking employment outside of 
Wilmington, it wouldn't be fair 
to “hold her,” given the 
situation 

“Though we had our dif 
ferences, I wish her luck,” said 
Committeeman John Brooks. He 
added “she was heading in a 
direction and philosophy | did 
not share” but he did not 
elaborate. 

Mary Nokes, one of the 
parents present who had worked 
closely with Dr. Sager in the 
past, said she didn't like her 
resignation at all. She felt 
strongly that the superintendent 
had imprpved school standards 
and “did a lot for community 
involvement 

Itis a commonly held fact that 
not all school board members 

agree with this 
Over the past two 
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years, much controversy had 
been stirred up in regard to the 
Swain School and high school 
principal issues. There was 
speculation that several school 
board members might have 
voted against rehiring Dr. Sager 
after her contract ran out 

Other comments ranged from 
the fact that the resignation was 
“best for her sake" to the fact 
that Dr. Sager “would 
find other employment bece 
of her many educational 
qualifications. 

Linda McMenimen, one of Dr 
Sager’s staunchest supporters 
on the board, felt “it’s a sad day 
for Wilmington,” even though 
she understood the superin 
tendent had to make the best 
decision for her. Now, according 
to McMenimen, Wilmington 
must look ahead. 

In the process of Icoking 
ahead, Chairman Bridget Zukas 
said the school committee will 
probably decide to post the 
superintendent's position at the 
October 24 meetifig, Members 
will decide what qualifications 
the new superintendent should 
bring to the job and where to 
advertise for the widest range of 
applicants 

She affirmed that the board 
will take its time in order to 

make a thorough search for the 
best possible person." 

Aside from Dr. Sager’s 
resignation, a major portion of 
the evening's agenda was 
devoted to a query into the 
number of failures at the West 
Intermediate School 

Both Linda McMenimen and 
Phil Fenton expressed strong 
concern over the percentage of 
students failing courses in the 
West'as opposed to those in the 
North. McMenimen had brought 
up the issue two years ago when 
one teacher of a pilot honors 
English class at the West failed 
a large portion of her students 
Even though the course has 
since been dropped, there is still 
a high failure rate in her classes 
as well as in others throughout 
the system. 

When better than 50 percent 
fail in midterm of final exam, 
there is something to in 
vestigate,” she said. 

Chairman Zukas questioned if 
this particular teacher's 
standards could be too high. 

In her defense, West In: 
termediate Principal William 
Fay called her “one of the finest 
teachers I've had work for me 
and one who won't compromise 
her standards. English Dept 
Chairman Mr. Moriarity agreed 
that the teacher has high 
standards, but added that her 
students know what is expected 
of them at all times. She's the 
type of teacher who expects her 
pupils to assume the major 
responsibility for their own 
work, he added. 

Fenton was disturbed by the 
large ratio of students from the 
West, as opposed to the North, 
who attended recent summer 
school sessions. It seemed to 


indicate that one school was 
getling more advantages than 
the other, in terms of standards 
and curriculum, and there was a 
definite discrepancy there 

Zukas cautioned strongly that 
they were only concerned with 
standards. She said she wasn't 
impressed with a discrepancy 
between the two schools without 
accurate facts to back it up. 

‘This comparison is odious. 
she angrily retorted to the 
sounds of loud clapping. 

Fenton answered he wouldn't 
in good conscience be a member 
of the school board if he didn't at 
least question the discrepancy 
between the schools 

Principal Fay attempted to 
clarify the matter from his point 
of view 

As principal, he feels his role 
is one of preparation. In looking 
at high school records of former 
students, he reaffirmed that 
these pupils are “doing very 
well’ and are indeed prepared 

The high percentage of 
failures at his school may be 
traced to two factors, he said. 
First, “one can't ignore the 
socio-economic differences of 
the two neighborhoods.’’ Both 
the North and the West en 
compass two very different 
areas of town. According to Fay 
he would change the district to 
get a fairer balance, if he could 

Secondly, there seems to be a 

lack of parental involvenient at 
the West. For whatever reasons, 
some parents don't respond to or 
seem interested in their child's 
progress and this contributes to 
a student's failing grade. Some 
teachers of lower grouped 
classes reported to Fay that at a 
recent open house, not one 
parent showed up in their 
rooms 

On the positive side, Fay said 
that he sent out less interims 
this quarter, is putting greater 
emphasis on passing and 
privileges, and he set up a 
student - faculty court to review 
discipline problems. Hopefully, 
these changes will produce “a 
net result of less failures, 

Parent Rosemary Murray 
was loud in her praise of the 
West and its policies, observing 
that “teachers are not miracle 
workers” and need a lot of help 
from parents 

After further discussion, 
Brooks made a motion to form a 
committee to study the 
situation, ‘The motion passed 
unanimously with = Zukas 
commenting that “I personally 
am very proud of both in 
termediate schools

Teamwork makes chamber tick

It's teamwork that makes 
Wilmington’s Chamber of 
Commerce click. It’s teamwork 
in the form of two hard working, 
savvy ladies who don't miss 
much that goes on around town. 
Chamber of Commerce 
President Nicki Johnson and 
Executive Director Joan 
O'Rourke both pull their share 
of the load, and then some. 

It helps that they've been 
friends a long time and have an 
easy going relationship that 
allows them each to anticipate 
what the other is going to say. It 
helps that they have similar 
backgrounds as housewives and 
mothers who've done their part 
in raising large families and 
now have time to pursue their 
‘own careers. It definitely helps 
that they love to be in the thick 
of things and are knowledgeable 
on almost every aspect of 
Wilmington political and 
community affairs. 

Over a light lunch at Rocco's 
one sunny day, we discussed 
their views on everything from 
the Chamber of Commerce's 
early history to raising children 

For Joan O'Rourke, being 
executive director is a paid, 
fulltime job. When asked what 
her job entailed, she quickly 
responded with a smile and a 
nod of agreement from Nicki 
“Everything.”” 

Actually, hers is a “day-to-day 
management" of the Chamber 
of Commerce. She deftly juggles 
many aspects of the Chamber's 
daily business such as handling 
correspondence, contacting new 
companies, attending ribbon 
cutting ceremonies, mediating 
problems, setting up programs 
for monthly meetings, cir- 
culating a business directory to 
local businesses, and writing 
and sending out a newsletter to 
185 companies. She also sees the 
Chamber as an_ information 
agency and on any given day 
can be heard answering such 
phone calls as where the frisbee 
competition is or when the rodeo 
will be in town. 

For Nicki Johnson, her 
position as president is an ex- 
tension of her regular job as 
assistant treasurer at the local 
Commercial Bank and Trust Co. 
She originally became involved 
with the Chamber of Commerce 
because of her banking career. 
She is primarily “responsible 
for the fiscal security of the 
Chamber," deciding how much 
money is needed and how it will 
be spent. She ides over 
meetings, comes up with fund- 
raising ideas, writes columns 
for the newsletter, and 
represents the Chamber 
publicly . 

The Chamber was formed in 
1961. The “driving force’ behind 
the formation of the Chamber of 
Commerce, according to Mrs. 
O'Rourke, was Avco, Stan

Webber was one of Wilmington’s 
first residents to be involved 
with the new group. 

From 1976-1978, the Chamber 
was “in a sort of limbo," with 
declining membership and very 
few board members. 

It should be noted that the 


Chamber of Commerce 
provided the “impetus” for two 
other organizations in town. The 
Chamber started the Industrial 
Commission, which evolved into 
our present Redevelopment 
Authority, And Lillian Woodside 
(a member of the Chamber's 
Board of Directors) pushed for a 
hospital which evolved into the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington. 

Today, the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce is 
receiving even more recognition 
and has a wider scope of interest 
than ever before. Of the more 
than 400 businesses in town, 185 
of them belong to the Chamber 
of Commerce, O'Rourke ex- 
plained, with a sense of pride. 
And justly so as she was 
primarily responsible for the 
increase in the Chamber's 
membership, as Nicki Johnson 
was quick to point out. 

Just what does the Chamber of 
Commerce do? Primarily, it 
“promotes the business, social, 
and economic welfare in the 
town." But more than that, 
under Nicki Johnson's 
leadership the past two years, it 
has tried to bring together local 
businessmen and town officials 
to point businesses in the right 
direction, should they need help. 
To this end, the Chamber of 
Commerce held a recent round 
table discussion with govern- 
ment officials so that those 
invited could get to know each 
other on a “‘first name basis.’" 
The Chamber also hosts an 
annual wine and cheese 
reception after town elections 
for newly elected board 
members and local businessmen 
to mingle and get to know each 
other in a social setting. 

Johnson has also tried to 
publicize how much industry 
can benefit Wilmington 
residents. O'Rourke especially 
feels local merchants have done 
more than their share in helping 
organizations through raffle 
donations while local companies 
have held internship programs 
for schools, among other things. 

“The Chamber is working for 
the best interests both in- 
dustry and residents,’ summed 
up Mrs. O'Rourke. 

The big focus right now, and 
one that generates considerable 
excitement in both women, is 
the study being done on the 
economic impact of the 
Seabrook Project on Reading 
Municipal Light. 

“This is a sort of ‘taxation 
without representation’ 
situation,” states Mrs. Johnson, 
looking ready for a fight. Since 
Wilmington customers now use 
two-thirds of Reading Light's 
power, it’s only fair that it have 
a say in all decisions. Reading 
Light says absolutely not. One 
wonders, with both women so 
involved, if Reading Light 
stands a chance. 

After a while, the talk moves 
to more personal matters. Both 


women attribute their con-_ 


suming interest in political and 
community affairs to an early

out that the League provides a 
good background into the inner 
workings of government. For 
her, it was a learning experience 
and a stepping stone to other 
areas. O'Rourke concurs, ad- 
ding that she was “always in- 
trigued" by politics and com- 
munity affairs, from a business 
point of view. 

Not satisfied with just 
secretarial and banking careers 
and their work on the Chamber 
of Commerce, both women also 
keep up with what's going on 
with other boards in town and 
actively support candidates in 
local campaigns. 

Mrs. Johnson is a state ap 
pointed member of the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority and a member of the 
board of directors of the 
Wilmington Community Fund. 
She also works on the board of 
directors of the Windrifter 
Associaton, a timesharing group 
in Wolfboro, New Hampshire. 

O'Rourke worked as a 
secretary for the Wilmington 
Finance Committee for three 
years and is secretary-clerk to 
the Redevelopment Authority. 
She is also a member of the 
Occupational Health Advisory 
Council at the Regional Health 
Center, working with companies 
on safety, drug prevention, pre- 
employment health tests, and 
workmen's compensation eases. 

In their spare time, what little 
they have, their interests are 
both similar and varied. Travel 
is high on their list of favorites. 

I like to travel in my Win- 
nebago to Nova Scotia, Florida, 
or no place in particular,” says 
O'Rourke, while Johnson 
proclaims all she wants to do 
when she retires is travel 

Both fondly reminisce about 
their recent trip to the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce annual 
meeting in Washington D.C. 
where they had the opportunity 
to hear Vice President Bush 
speak. They ‘recall having dif- 
ficulties trying to fund the trip. 
Joan admantly refused to take 
any money from the Chamber of 
Commerce budget until she 
could afford a new memory 
typewriter she needed for her 
job. In the end, they were able to 
work both the typewriter and the 
trip into the budget. 

Other activities which provide 
a change of pace for both include 
walking, aerobics, and dancing 
for Mrs. O'Rourke and swim- 
ming and reading (especially 
historical novels) for Mrs. 
Johnson. 

At this point, the one question 
in my mind was how do they do 
it. How could they possible 
juggle it all? And, more im- 
portantly, what words of advice 
could they give to the rest of us 
in the midst of raising families 
and managing part or full time 
jobs. 


“The most important job I've 
ever had is bringing up my 
kids,’ Nicki Johnson states 
emphatically. She points out 
that she had never worked until 
her youngest son went to school. 
That left many years in between 
devoted to her large brood of 
seven children (‘‘Let’s see if I 
can remember their names - 
Frank, Diane, Kathi, Laurie, 
Rod, Randy, Fran and Mark"’). 
She credits her oldest daughter 
with being her “mainstay” and 
her husband Harry (a gourmet 


cook who's “getting better about 
cleaning up”) a8 being very 
supportive. 

She strongly believes that it's 
impossible to have quality time 
with your children without the 
actual time to spend with them. 
For this reason, she urges young 
mothers to resist the pressures 
of both a job and raising a 
family. Mothers, where 
possible, should stay home and 
enjoy their children. She feels it 
isn’t good for today's youngsters 
to have too many material 
things. It may be old-fashioned, 
she said, but today’s youngsters 
need to learn that “‘life isn't 
given to you." 

“Place your priorities” and go 
after what's important to you, 
are Joan O'Rourke's words of 
advice. You have to be very 
organized at all times and 
“Learn to shut the door on 
things you don't get to.”” 

Most of her life, Joan has 
followed her own advice. 
Married at age 18, she and her 
husband Jim brought up their 
four children (Tom, Sandi, 
Michael, and Jay) “for years 
and years and years."’ 

Though she had always 
worked part time, she is 
proudest of the fact that her 
daughter remembers she was 
“always home for the kids,"’ She 
firmly believes that young 
families shouldn't start out with 
everything, but should work up 
to it gradually, as there's plenty 
of time. She's glad more women 
are involved in community 
affairs and workforce, but they 
should wait until their children 
are grown and not leave young 
children in day care centers. 

In her own life she’s grateful 
for the ‘great cooperation" she 
receives from her husband and 
youngest son and laughingly 
states they pitch in when asked, 
“with the emphasis on asked."’ 

In looking ahead, both women 
have definite ideas about 
Wilmington and their own 
futures. 

Mrs. Johnson gets angry 
thinking about the lack of 
communicaiton among the 
various town boards. “It would 
be great’ if the Chamber of 
Commerce, town board 
chairmen, the selectmen, and 
the town manager could hold 
regular meetings to discuss and 
solve problems and prove they 
could all move in the same 
direction, for a change. She 
feels, though, that the different 
committees do have some good 
regulations which they do their 
best to enforce. 

In her mind, she sees herself 
as a “Humanist'’ who's always 
looking ahead. She doesn't 
waste time on what might have 
been, but strives to do her best 
at all times. 

Mrs. O'Rourke feels 
Wilmington boards could benefit 
most from citizen input. She 
points to the example of the 
Water and Sewer Commission, 
which is presently getting ideas 
from interested residents on 
future expansion proposals. 
This, she feels, is definitely ‘'a 
good idea." 

For herself, she looks forward 
to every day and always 
reminds herself that it's the 
trying that’s important, Always 
do your best, she philosophizes, 
and realize that sometimes you 
win and sometimes you lose.

Principal says new 
drug policy working 


Praising his students as “an 
outstanding reflection of their 
mothers and fathers,” high 
school principal Paul Fleming 
called on those same parents to 
help him maintain the ef- 
fectiveness of Wilmington’s new 
drug policy. Principal Fleming 
and guidance counselors An- 
nette Curley and Elaine Levine 
spoke before an interested group 
of parents and members of the 
Chemical People Task Force at 
their monthly meeting last 
Thursday evening. 

In her introductory remarks, 
chairman Anne Linehan pointed 
out that the task force is a local 
chapter of a national 
organization to fight alcohol and 
drug abuse, With the inception 
of the tough new drug policy this 
September, the Wilmington 
group has garnered nationwide 
publicity. And perhaps the 
person most responsible for 
enforcing that policy is 
“professional educator’ Paul 
Fleming. 

The key to the whole drug 
program in Wilmington High, in 
Fleming's view, is love and 
reinforced feelings of self-worth. 
Some youngsters today feel they 
“don't have value as human 
beings — isn’t that sad?” he 
asked. 

He went on to add that if 
students don't value themselves. 
they become vulnerable and 
may eventually give in to peer 
pressure to try drugs or alcohol, 
Parents can change all that by 
not being afraid to let their 
children know they're loved and 
important in their family's eye. 

A good portion of his off-the- 
cuff talk dealt with how well the 
new drug policy is working. 

“IT have not seen even one 
youngster moderately high

since I've started,” he said. 
Fleming pointed out that closing 
down the smoking area outside 
of school, which provided easy 
access to drugs in the past, has 
helped eliminate most of the 
problem. The hiring of monitors 
to reinforce no smoking in the 
bathroom areas and the ex- 
cellent cooperation he's 
received from the school board, 
police department, and his 
entire staff also played a part in 
keeping Wilmington High drug 
free so far. 

He relayed how overwhelmed 
he was with all the publicity on 
opening day, He had received 
approximately 39 phone calls 
from the media wanting to find 
out more about the policy. Most 
of them questioned whether 
taking an aspirin would really 
be treated as a serious offense. 
He remembered thinking ‘What

More than anything else, Dr. 
Carol Sager would like to be 
remembered as an educator. 
For 13 years she was 
Wilmington’s Reading Director, 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools and Superintendent of 
Schools. In those 13 years she 
revealed a strong personality 
which, in later years, earned her 
both criticism and praise 

In the last two and one-half 
years, Dr. Sger had brought her 
share of controversy and 
dissension to Wilmington. 

In the Ist two and one-half 
years she had stepped on some 
toes, as people in authority 
sometimes do. 

In the last two and one-half 
years she had worked steadily 
toward her goal of. academic 
excellence, even though she was 
often criticized by residents for 
her single mindedness, and what 
some called her stubborness. 

Her detractors point to her 
“lack of availability'’ and her 
poor handling of the Swain 
School crisis after closin gthe 
Glen Road and Boutwell Schools 
during the Prop 22 years. 

More importantly, last year’s 
stalemate over the high school 
principalship seemed to have 
hurt her more than any other 
single factor 

None of this is meant to 
demean her nor take away from 
her many accomplishments as 
an educator extraordinaire. For 
it was in her role as educator 
that Dr. Carol Sager shone. 

It was as an educator that she

staff administrators to better

Towns seek power 


on Reading 


Selectmen from Wilmington 
and North Reading will seek a 
meeting with the Reading Board 
of Selectmen, with hopes of 
developing a better relationship 
with the Reading Municipal 
Light Dept, They would like 
representation on the RMLD 
board for towns buying power 
from Reading 

In a joint meeting Monday 
night, the two boards listened to 
Jeff Bernstein of Bernstein and 
Smick, a law firm retained by 
the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce. Bernstein said that 
customers of Reading Light 
faced significant increases 
because of that board's in- 
vestment in the Seabrook 

lear plant. That investment 
through Reading Light’s 
participation in MMWEC, the 
Mass. Municipal Wholesale 
Electric Co. 

The picture could have been 
worse, Bernstein said. In 1979, 
RMLD voted not to increase its 
investment in the Seabrook 
project. Other towns are in a 
worse situation, he said. Hud- 
son, for instance, faces a tripling 
of its rates. 

Because the municipal power 
companies have no stockholders 
to go to, their only option is to 
increase their rates in order to 
pay the enormous Seabrook 
debt, said Bernstein.

Bernstein said he had 
requested rate information from 
RMLD, but that it had not yet 
been provided. Under the 
Freedom of Information Act, 
RMLD had ten days to respond. 
Their response was a letter 
saying that the matter had been 
referred to the law firm 
representing MMWEC. 

Among the options mentioned 
in the meeting were a change in 
the legislation empowering 
Reading Light to sell power to 
the other towns. One ‘avenue 
would be to create a power 
district made up of the four 
towns, Reading, North Reading, 
Lynnfield and Wilmington 

Wilmington could also with- 
draw from Reading's system 
and start its own municipal light 
department, Bernstein said, but 
he did not recommend this. 

‘Another possibility would be 
for the outside towns to have 
input on Reading's board. To 
date, though, that board has 
held a closed stance. 

Nicki Johnson, president of 
the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce, along —_ with 
Wilmington town officials, met 
with the RMLD board several 
months ago. The meeting 
produced no progress. Since the, 
the Chamber of Commerce has 
proceeded with the study of the 
RMLD.

The N.S. E. and W. were 
all broken off, but fragments. 
made it possible for a keen eye 
to still tell the direction of the 
wind. 

We followed the concrete path, 
lined on each side with stone and 
concrete walls, past a tall, green 
tower, which she identified as 
the island's water tower, until 
we reached the top of the hill. To 
the immediate left of the end of 
the road about fifty feet away, 
stood an abandoned concrete 
pillbox from World War Il. At 
first, I thought it might have 
been the foundation of a house 
long since demolished, then my 
companion informed me of its 
real identity. 

“The island was fortified 
during the war,’ she said. 
“Looking for German U-boats 
that never came.”" 

1 ran up to it and peered in- 
side. An old rusted oGt turret 
still stood bolted to the concrete 
floor, but the bunker was filled 
with empty, bent cans and an 
assortment of trash, all of which 
had accumulated over, many 
years. Standing of’ top ‘of the 
bunker, I looked out over the 
entire west end of Cuttyhunk. 
Other than the grandiose 
mansion | had seen when I first 
stepped foot on the island, there 
were hardly any hou: tall 

“That mansion with the four 
big chimneys belongs to Robin 
Moore, the famous writer,"’ she 
said. “He's the island’s most 
well-known resident, when he’s 
here." 

I gathered he travels a lot 

“It was built originally as a 
bass fishing club over a hundred 
years ago,” she added 

We scurried down to the 
massive windmill, still under 
construction, a few hundred feet 
from the bunker. Close up, it 
looked even more like an old 
airplane prop and engine, only 
fifty times their size. From the 
base of the windmill I could get a 
better view of the west end of the 
island, which consisted of 
myriads of rolling hills, scrub 
brush, grassy hummocks and 
rocks. My pretty guide pointed 
out Wash Pond, from which the 
island gets its fresh water; West 
End Pond, which was fresh 
water at one time until the 
Atlantic Ocean finally broke 
through the sandy barrier; 
Cuttyhunk Island Lighthouse 
and the Bartholomew Gosnold 
Monument. She explained that 
Gosnold was the English ex- 
plorer who discovered Cut- 
tyhunk in 1602 and made it the 
first English settlement in New 
England. An old tar-paper shack 
was next to the windmill, 
evidently where the workers 
stored their equipment, along 
with a beat-up dump truck and 
an old tractor. I looked straight 
up and watched puffy white 
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clouds float idly over the titanic 
windmill, and at once a rush of 
adrenalin pumped up my body 
excitedly. I breathed deeply, 
exhaled slowly, deliberately, 
then gloated smugly over a 
sensation of total freedom, from 
the touch of civilization. 

“It looks, and fee's, like a 
paradise!" 

We sat down on a soft, green 
knoll as she told memore about 
the history of Cuttyhunk Island. 
Cuttyhunk is a shortened form of 
the Indian name *Poocutohhunk- 
unnoh,’ which in Algonquin 
means point of departure, or 
land's end. 

“According to Louise Haskell, 
who spent twenty-six years on 
this island teaching at our school 
and who compiled the only 
history: of the island,” my new 
friend continued,,, “when the 
great ice sheet that covered the 
northern part of the world 
thousands of years ago started 
to melt along Cape Cod, it came 
in contact with the Gulf Stream 
or the North Atlantic Drift, 
which is a current of warm 
water flowing north eastward 
about one hundred miles from 
Cuttyhunk, dropping the earth, 
sand, rocks and other material 
which it picked up along the 
way, and formed the Elizaeth 
Islands. There is a theory that at 
one time these islands may have 
been a part of Cape Cod. 

“How can they be sure that 
the island was made from the 
glacier?” 

“Because, according to Louise 
Haskell’s history, the island is 
covered with rocks which are 
like those found only in_ the 
mountains of Vermont and New 
Hampshire. Besides, the 
smoothed topped, oval shaped 
hills over there’ she pointed 
across the west end — “are 
called drumlins and are formed 
by glacial drift.” 

“How high are we?" I 
inquired 

“This hill is a hundred and 
fifty four feet above sea level,’ 
she replied. ‘‘A lot of people say 
this is an old Indian burial 
ground, To the west of Cut- 
tyhunk is Sow and Pigs Reef 
where the Vineyard Sound 
lightship is stationed. Many 
ships have been wrecked out 
there. When Gosnold first lan- 
ded here, he called Buzzards 
Bay ‘Gosnold’s Hope,’ then 
renamed it Buzzards Bay 
because he saw flocks of birds 
flying over the bay and misin- 
terpreted them as buzzards. 
Actually he saw seagulls.”” 

“Who was the first owner of 
the island?” 

“The first sole owner of the 
island was Thomas Mayhew of 
Watertown, who bought it in 
1641. The first owner to live on 
the island was Ralph Earle, Jr. 
from Dartmouth, That was back 
in 1688."" 

My source explained that 
there is considerable folklore 
attached to the island’s history 
too. “It has long been thought 
that Cuttyhunk is the scene of 
Shakespeare's Tempest 
Gosnold was a protege of the 
Earl of Southampton, and so 
was William Shakepeare. It's 
very possible that Shakespeare 
was enamored by Gosnold’s 
tales of his visit to Cuttyhunk. A 
lot of people also think that the 
Elizabeth Islands are named 
after Queen Elizabeth, but since 
it was an insult to be named 
after such a far away place back 
then, it seems more likely that 
they're named after Gosnold’s 
sister.” 

It was getting late, and the sun 
was beginning to sink in the 


“west. Alas, 1 remembered my 
four friends left companionless 
on the beach a mile back in the 
direction of Cuttyhunk Pond. I 
opted to rejoin my friends and 
thanked my Cuttyhunk Miss for 
her help. 

Backtracking down the hill, I 
observed a giant. fog bank 
beginning to obscure the old 
abandoned Coast Guard 
boathouse. The Carioca had 
vanished completely. I was sure 
my friends were cursing me for 
having taken too much time 
wandering around: the island. 
Across the Canapitsit Channel, 
billowy patches of fog softly 
caressed the rocky ledges of 
Nashawena Island. 

I looked at my watéh. It was 
after five thirty and would be at 
least nine o'clock beiore we got 
back to Padanaram Village. 
Paul and the others were 
wandering around the northeast 
end of the island, doing some 
exploring of their own, when I 
caught up with them 

‘Where in hell have you 
been!" one of them exclaimed, 
chuckling. “We thought you 
decided to run off with a deer. 
That's d-e-e-r."" 

“This is quite a place,” I 
replied. ‘Come on, I'll tell you 
about it after we're moving." 

We gathered our belongings 
and piled into the whaler. “How 
was the water?" I asked Paul 

“Cold.” 

Ina few minutes we were back 
onto the bay, heading in a 
northerly ‘direction back to 
South Dartmouth. It was get- 
ting late, and pretty soon it 
would be dark, Fewer and fewer 
vessels remained visible as the 
haze began to thicken again. We 
had already spent nearly seven 
hours on the bay. Paul and Bob 
exchanged their original places. 
After pulling in the sails and 
resuming speed with help from 
the outboard motor, Paul stood 
resolutely on the port deck, his 
face washed with the final rays 
6f the setting sun. Thick furrows 
of black hair stuck to his 
forehead as the salt spray jetted 
up from the leaping bow and 
dampened his skin. His eyes 
traced the shoreline, looking for 
familiar landmarks. Blackness 
crept ominously over the bay, 
and for a long time nobody said 
a word. The extensive journey 
was beginning to show its tiring 
effects. 

We're lost, I thought. We've 
drifted out of the way, and we're 
lost! 

We successfully cruised the 
open reach with a port tack. 
Without the mainsail and heavy 
helm, we began to drift slowly in 
closer to land. Suddenly, Paul 
recognized a familiar landmark, 
the imposing radar tower on 
Colonel Green's property, 
confirming our course location. 
In less than thirty minutes the 
Carioca cruised into the harbor 
at Padanaram Village in South 
Dartmouth. We searched in- 
between the hundreds of 
moorings for a spot to secure the 
Carioca, By eight thirty, we had 
dropped our anchor and found 
ourselves safe and sound on- 
shore. Buzzards Bay was now 
illuminated softly by the pur- 
plish haze of a perfect spring 
sunset. An image of what sunset 
on Cuttyhunk must have looked 
like flashed across my mind. It 
had been a glimpse of paradise, 
all right. I was hooked, just like 
Paul had told me I would be. 

We drove back to Paul's house 
in Mattapoisett, where I slept 
soundly and dreamed of 
tomorrow's sail to Hadley's 
Harbor on Naushon Island

BOSTON For the first 40 
minutes of the Boston produc: 
tion of “Sister Mary Ignatius 
Explains It All To You" it's 
hard to understand what all the 
controversy is about. In the 
final 20 minutes, however, the 
puzzle is cleared up. 

The target of several Catholic 
groups as defamatory, “Sister 
Mary Ignatius’ is author 
Christopher Durang's look at 
the teachings of an elderly nun 
in parochial school. 

At the start, and on into the 
middle of the hour-long produc 
tion, the dialogue is dominated 
by Sister Mary Ignatius herself 
Even if you find the play 
reprehensible, personally, it 
should be self-evident that the 
performance of Elizabeth Franz 
in the role she originated is 
outstanding, nonetheless. Her 
philosophies and mannerisms 
strike a welcome cord in most 
people's memories 
humor is self-infl 
the jokes are harmless enough.

Seven Wilmington High School 
coaches and physical education 
teachers recently gathered in the 
school gym for a four hour 
workshop on sports medicine 
given by staff members at 
Choate-Symmes Health Services 
Bridget McCane, a Com- 
munity Health educator, taught 
first aid for summer and fall 
sports. Mark Manfredi, physical 
therapist at the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington, covered 
health and preventative 
maintenance in sports. The two 
provided “hands-on” instruction 
in first aid and preventative 
‘maintenance techniques. 

“The clinic is aimed at the 
coaches because they are 
ultimately responsible for their 
athletes’ well-being,” said 
Manfredi ‘‘and they feel 
responsible. They must decide, 
for instance, if a student con- 
tinues playing.” 

Jan Cassidy, Wilmington High 
School physical education in- 
‘structor, praised the workshop 
‘as “‘an excellent review", 
saying that the coaches had 
many questions because they 
don’t have as strong a health 
background as the physical 
education teachers, 

Jan Urquhart, also a physical 
education instructor at 
Wilmington added, ‘The ‘hands- 
on’ part, such as bandaging and 
carrying techniques, was a 
great refresher course. I think 
that much of the workshop in- 


the Regional Health Center in Wilmington. 


formation would also be 
valuable for the classroom 
teachers."’ 

Topics covered by Mark 
Manfredi included proper 
nutritional habits and weight

Ten members of the Russian 
classes of Austin Preparatory 
School of Reading recently 
returned from a four-week tour 
of Russia and England. Par- 
ticipating in the trip, which was 
organized by the Russian 
department of the local prep

Q. Is there some source of 
imformation which I can use to 
objectively compare candidates 
that are running for election? 

A. In addition to checking a 
candidate's voting record on the 
issues which concern you and 
taking advantage of oppor- 
tunities to read and see what 
candidates have to say in inter- 
views and debates, another 
source of information is the 
Voter's Guide which will be pub- 
lished as a supplement to the

should apply for benefits. When 
you go to apply for benefits, ask 
about Medicare hospital | and 
medical insurance as weil as 
social security.

Q. A business trip has become 
necessary for me, and I'll be out 
of town on Election Day. Is it too 
late to apply for an absentee 
ballot? 

A. No. You can apply for an 
absentee ballot from your city or 
town clerk no later than noon of 


the day before the election 
However, absentee ballots must 
be mailed both ways, or the 
voter who will be absent on 
election day can request to vote 
in person before that day. Some 
communities allow a voter to 


apply for an absentee ballot and 
then vote over-the-counter 
during the same visit. Be sure to 
check with your local election 
officials at town hall. If you 
decide to have the absentee 
ballot sent to you, write a letter 
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Voter information on this year’s election 


of application including your 
name and address as registered, 
your ward and precinct if you 


know them, and the exact ad. 
dress to which you want the 


ballot sent, and of course, your 
signature. In order to be 
counted, the completed ballot 
must be received by the time the 
polls close on election day, Nov 
6.

Q. I've heard a lot about the 
races for President and Vice 
President and Senator and 
Congressman, but what other 
positions will be on the ballot in 
November? 

A. In addition to voting for 
those candidates, you will also 
have choices for State Senator 
and State Representative from 
your district. You will also have 
to consider candidates for the 
Governor’s Council (these 
represent eight districts,) and 
many counties will select a 
register of probate, county 
commissioners, and county 
treasurer, Two counties have 
vacancies for sheriff to be filled, 
and there is a clerk of courts 
vacancy in Hampshire County 
and a register of deeds vacancy 
in Bristol County. There will be 
no statewide referendum 
questions on the ballot, but 
many towns and cities will have 
one or two local questions on 
such matters as local exemption 
to certain provisions of Propo- 
sition 2%, fluoridation of water, 
and licensing the sale of alco- 
holic beverages. Check with 
your local officials to make 
certain if your town will have 
questions on the ballot 

Q. Ina couple of months I will 
be 65 years old. Is there some- 
thing I should do soon ta make 
sure that my social security 
benefits begin as they should?

“Within the next decade, 
computers will cause dramatic 
changes in the lives of virtually 
every American,” he adds. 
“Computers are already a part 
of the daily routine for many 
workers. Instructors in the 
private career fields are aware 
of the need to prepare students 
to work with computers, 
whether those students are in an 
office, *industry, or health- 
related field.”” 

The computer field includes a 
variety of specializations, all of 
which are taught at private 
career schools. These oc- 
cupations include systems 
analysts, programmers, 
computer and peripheral 
equipment operators, and 
computer service technicians 
These occupations increased 50 
percent between 1970 and 1978, 
whereas the rate of growth for 
all occupations in the economy 
was only 20 percent. 

These gains in computer 
employment in the 1970s are 
likely to be matched in the 1980s. 
The BLS predicts that com- 
puter-related jobs may rise 
from 1.2 million in 1978 to 2.1 
million in 1990, an increase of 85 
percent 

All indicators point to a 
continued shortage of computer 
personnel, which will mean 
higher wages, more job 
mobility, increasing job security 
and generally greater op- 


portunities for the 2.1. million 
Americans expected to be in the 
field by 1990. 

Another boom area, according 
to Freedland, is the health care 
field. In the last decade, this 
field has shown great expansion 
in job opportunities. From April 
1981 to April 1982, health care 
added 237,000 jobs, for a total of 
5.7 million, an increase of 4.2 
percent. 

A recent survey by the 
American Hospital Association 
reveals that the most critical 
future shortages will be in 
medical laboratory technology, 
x-ray technology, and 
respiratory therapy. Em 
ployment in almost every health 
occupation is expected to ex. 
pand.
